A BATTLE STORY TOLD BY 


DAVID A. CONOVER. 


Event* Leading up to Shooting of 


First Soldier at Gettysburg 


June 26, 1863. 


David A. roiiover, uow living in 


Huuterstowu, who wan born and lived 
his whole life in Muuntjoy township, 
until last spring, narrated to us for the 
COMIMI.KK his personal experiences 
on the day of the rebel raid, June 26, 
ISS*. and'incidentally the same brings 
to light some of tlie events lending up 
to the shooting of Cteo. \V. Saudoe, 
the lirs-t soldier killed at Gettysburg 
on Friday, June ^6, 1868. Mr. Coil- 
over M»id : 


"I was almost nineteen years old at 


the time and was living on Baltimore 
pike iu Mountjoy township, about two 
miles from Gettysburg 
\Ve had had 


a number of scares before that time of 
HebP coming. Whenever the cry came" 
we would take our horses and try to 
get them to a place of safety. 
This 


tim« I said to :uy in jther that I would 
n't ruu until I s«w the Kebs. 


"A party of young men of my neigh- 


borhood went to town that Friday 
moruiug and we were in town but a 
few minutes when I heard the Rebs 
were coming. 
I was bomewhere's 


about the Diamond wheii I heard this 
report. I went down to the Eagle 
Hotel where there was a great com- 
motion. 
The Philadelphia Troops 


were there as well as other cavalry- 
men. The men jumped on their horses 
and made off as fast as they could. I 
remember seeing a city trooper come 
out of the hotel and finding his horse 
gone, he jumped on a horse without a 
saddle. These troopers skedaddled as 
fast as their horses could go down 
York street and out the York pike. 


"After the cavalrymen 
left our 


crowd went down to the end of C'ham- 
bersburg street to have a view of Semi- 
nary Ridge. Quite a crowd of citizens 
had gone out to the top of the hill. 
When the Rebs came in sight this 
crowd broke and went off in every di- 
rection. 
We turned and went up 


street before we saw the Rebs. Before 
I reached the square I turned and saw 
Rebs coming into town at the end of 
Chambersburg street. 


"We were n't far up Baltimore 


street when we heard shooting in the 
Square. The first Rebel cavalrymen 
went on down York street. Bell's 
cavalrymen bad gone in that direction 
and the Rebs were after them. 


"We reached the Study or Crosta 


place before we saw Rebels on Balti- 
more Hill. There were six of us and 
we were running as fast as we f.ould. 
I called to the front ones to turn into 
the Evergreen Cemetery thinking we 
could strike the woods and .go across 
country to home. We were at the 
cemetery gate when the first one over- 
took us. 


"A boy with the well known gray 


horse of Pierces' was standing on the 
pik« between cemetery gate and barn 
several hundred feet down the pike. 
The saddle had turned with the boy 
and he had gotten on" to fix the girth 
when the Rebel came up and took the 
horse from him. 


"A moment afterward another Rebel 


came into cemetery, shot his revolver 
off" for us to stop and asked whether 
we were citizens or soldiers. We told 
him we were citizens and he said to 
us, 'After this never ruu, if you had 
n't stopped, I would have killed one 
of you, and I would n't have done 
that for all the states. Go along with 
me down town.' When we came back 
to the cemetery gate-house Mrs. Thorn 
and her mother were crying and the 
Rebel again spoke to us as having 
been the cause of the fright to the 
women and told us never to run. 


"All of our crowd followed him 


down town. I heard afterward that 
he said he took us down town because 
he did not want word to get among 
the farmers that the Rebels had ar- 
rived and that we might have helped 
to scatter such news. On the way 
down town we met the Pierce girls 
and they were crying wonderfully 
about the loss of their horse. It was 
never recovered. 


"We were in the Diamond but a 


short while when Early"? infantry be- 
gan to arrive. After the infantry got 
in. or about that time, they had a large 
black horse, a very fine animal, iu the 
center of the Square. One soldier 
pointing to it said to us. 'That's Mil- 
roy's horse ; we captured it from Mil- 
roy.1 The men were in great spirits 
though ragged and almost barefooted. 
They made sport at us »«y saving that 
they were goine right on to take Phil- 
adelphia and Washington. We had 
our spirits hack by thi* time and told 
them they had the J«ijnreM undertak- 
ing ahead that they had ever tried. 


"We were standing on the Arnold, 


now First National Bank corner when 
»ome men came riding up and halting 
aske<i certain citizens for the authori- 
ties «'f the town, a? they wanted to 
make a demand for money. One of 
the citizen* answered that the authori- 
ties had gone and taken ail funds with 
them and the only way to get money 
was to pre*.« the citizens. The officer 
said they would n't do that. 


"A few minute* later two lx>vish 


lookiag soldier* came up and inquired 
for some of the leading citizen* of the 
town and professor* of college. We 
were al»out fifty feel from corner and 
heard them say they had trone to col- 
lege here and would like to know if 
they could find $ome of the professors. 
Someone gave them information. 


4I found the rank and file of the 


Rebel army much more intelligent 
than I e\er had an idea and talked 
with a number. I saw no depreda- 
tions or Improper behavior. They were 
peaceable. 


"While standing around the Square 


the Rebels brought a hall company of 
soldiers to that point. 
They wore 


nearly new uniforms. 
1 heard Rebel* 


, remark about how nicely they were 
dressed and I learned afterwards that 
they were part of the company of the 
college boys who had enlisted in the 
Emergency Regiment. 


"About 5 o'clock we wanted to go 


home. We met an officer and asked 
for a pass. Me got a piece of paper 
and resting it against the store build- 
ing of Michael Spangler, uow store of 
(j. W. (Spangler, iu Square, wrote a few 
lines and handed it to us. Either 
Robert Young or John Shaffer had 
paper. Still we did n't feel safe to go 
down the pike, so we went up to Ke- 
forined church and out by Culp's 
Hill, thinking we could cross the 
creek at the head of the daui. As we 
got on other side of Culp's Hill one of 
the crowd said 'listen' and looking iu 
direction of noise heard, saw the whole 
Hat covered with Rebels. It was di- 
rectly in front of the way we were go- 
ing. We followed through the woods 
until we came to Lightner's ruu, there 
we got pretty near the pike and keep- 
ing close to the brush got to the Mc- 
Allister place. 


"There we found that a man had 


been shot in one of McAllister's fields 
along the pike. James McAllister, 
father of Theodore, Samuel and John, 
hitched up a spring wagon to take the 
body down the pike, as it was thought 
to be the body of George Hartman of 
Two Taverns. Mrs. Breighner recog- 
nized the body as that of George W. 
Sandoe, and body was taken to the 
home of Sandoe below the Mt. Joy 
church. 


"Sometime before leaving town I 


was standing in front of the McClean 
residence on Baltimore street, now 
Geo. E. Stock's home. There were 
some officers on horse back very near 
to pavement, right iu front of where I 
was. A cavalryman came riding up 
leading a horse. 1 heard him say, 
'Here is the horse, I've shot the rider. 
I am sorry, but I had to do it iu self 
defense.' * As no other person was 
known to have been shot on that day 
I've always believed he referred to 
Sandoe and had his horse. 


"A recent story which appeared in 


the Philadelphia "Record" told of a 
Confederate chasing Sandoe down the 
Baltimore pike. That story is not cor- 
rect. George W. Sandoe and a com- 
rade named Lightner, living near Har- 
ney had joined Bell's cavalry of Home 
Guards and when they left town the 
morning of the raid went down the 
Bouneauville road with others of the 
company. Thev were not in uniforms 
but had pistols. When they reached 
the Bonneauville bridge they followed 
the advice of Captain Bell, 'Every man 
take care of himself and meet at a 
certain rendezvous on a designated 
date and struck out toward their 
homes following along Rock Creek. 


"When I reached home my mother 


told me of a man having come to our 
house, saying his name was Lightner, 
and that he had hid his horse and 
accoutrements near a thorn thicket. 
He said that he and Sandoe had rid- 
den down aloug creek and when they 
came to the pike saw some Rebs com- 
ing their way. They urged their 
horses on the run. His norse took a 
fence but the horse Sandoe rode re- 
fused to take the fence. He had rid- 
den on as fast as his horse could go 
and before be was out ot hearing came 
the sound of firing and he believed 
that his companion, Sandoe, had been 
killed. 


"Sandoe's body was found in deld 


along the pike. It has always been 
the belief of those who were acquaint- 
ed with the circumstances that shots 
were exchanged by Sandoe with the 
Rebs and this would tally with re- 
mark I heard in town from cavalry- 
man leading horse. 


"The Rebels did not get down along 


the pike as far as our home that day 
with the exception of one who had 
ridden down to the toll gate and dis- 
mounting, had a talk with Flemming 
Hoke who kept the gate. When he 
left he said he was going back to 
town. 


That night I tied our horses in the 


bushes along the creek but next day 
when I found the pike clear I put 
them back in the stable."
